SCHOOL BOARD HOLDS FIRST FALL 

MEETING AND REDUCES BONDED DEBT 



The first meeting of the Narberth 
School Board for the current school 
year was held Monday night. Finan- 
cial matters and reports of the prog- 
ress made in school matters during 
the summer and since the opening 
of school were the features of the 
meeting. 

Of considerable importance was 
the action of the Board in retiring 
bonds to the amount of $14,000. Of 
this amount $10,000 is of the series 
of 1916 and $4000 of the series of 
1906. 

These payments reduce the bond- 
ed indebtedness of the school dis- 
trict to only $48,000, an unusually 
small amount compared with the 
value of the school property — $232,- 
000 by expert appraisal. This 
healthy financial condition is parti- 
culary pleasing to the board when it 
is accompanied by a very high 
scholastic level. 

The four upper grades of the 
high school are now attending Low- 
er Merion, where complete facili- 



ties are available, and where growth 
is being provided . for by the con- 
struction of a wing to the main 
building. The removal of the ninth 
grade has released needed space, 
with the result that the schools find 
all present needs well taken care 
of. 

Reports of various phases of the 
school work were received, parts of 
which follow : 

Household Arts Department. 

Another change in the arrange- 
ment of the school plant is the re- 
moval of the Household Arts De- 
partment to the first floor where it 
is housed in a room devoted entire- 
ly to these subjects. The board 
plans to make further change in 
this room during Institute Week. 
At that time the woodwork will be 
thoroughly cleaned and 'repainted in 
white enamel paint. A serving table 
and chairs will be added to the 
equipment.

WOMEN LEAD IN EIGHT 



Expect Association to O. K. 

Slate at Gladwynne Get 

Together. 



QUIETER THE BETTER 

The opening guns locally for the 
fall political camapign will be fired 
when the Republican Association 
Merion and Narberth will hold its 
first fall meeting at Gladwyne. They 
will not be very loud, however, and 
little excitement is expected to fol- 
low. 

This is indicated by the fact that 
stress is laid upon the social part of 
first opportunity for the members 
to get together after summer vaca- 
tions and will take the form of a 
picnic and a "corn boil." The affair 
will be held near Gladwyne Hall to 
which the stalwarts will adjourn in 
case of rain. 

The Johnson county organization, 
of which the Lower Merion and 
Narberth Association is a part, will 
"go along" with the entire Repub- 
lican ticket nominated at the May 
primaries, despite the fact that Con- 
gressman Vare, whom this organi- 
zation fought in the primaries 
heads that ticket as the Senatorial 
nominee. It is a rule of the game 
that the decision of the primaries 
be accepted and there will be no 
deviation from that rule among the 
regulars here. 

Little Other Action. 

A resolution formally endorsing 
the ticket nominated by the party at 
the primary will likely be approved 
by the association and the usual 
word will be passed among the regu- 
lars for the support of that ticket. 
Other than that there is little action 
anticipated. It is generally believed 
that the quieter the campaign the 
better. 

Though there has been a de- 
crease in the anti-Vare feeling pre- 
valent among the Lower Merion and 
Narberth electorate last spring, 
there are still some among the 
semi-independent element who de- 
clare they will cut Vare in the No- 
vember election. In spite of the 
votes, usually Republican which 
this may give the Democrats, politi- 
cal leaders here do not believe that 
the Democratic State organization 
will be strong enough to elect former 
Secretary Wilson. 

Dr. George A. Sloan, Mr. A. J.. 
Newell and Mr. Jesse S. Harris at- 
tended the outing of the Philadel- 
phia Optimists' Club at the Phil- 
mont Country Club Tuesday. 



A total of 16.264 persons are 
eligible to vote in the 16 districts of 
Lower Merion and Narberth in the 
fall election on November 2. This 
is according to the official list of 
voters compiled in Norristown and 
announced there last week by Coun- 
ty Clerk Harry S. Shainline. 

In all Montgomery county, there 
are 1 17,797 eligible to vote. This 
is an increase of 4074 over the regis- 
tration .of 1925. Many of.. these 
names were added on August 31 
and September 1, when the asses- 
sors last sat at the various polling 
places to make additions and cor- 
rections to their lists. 

West Ardmore Advances. 

In many of the districts, the 
women voters out-number the men. 
The boroughs particularly, with 
29,091 women to 28,358 men, have 
a feminine complex. In the town- 
ships and in the county as a whole, 
however, the male voters are still 
in the lead by a narrow margin. 
There are 59,568 men eligible to 
vote in the whole county as com- 
pared to 58,229 women. 

Lower Merion, with 13,641 votes 
enrolled has one of the largest 
registration ' lists in the county. It 
is exceeded only by Norristown, 
which has 15,908 eligible. Lower 
Merion and Narberth, however, are 
usually close together on issues of 
county importance and when Nar- 
berth's total of 2623 is added, the 
general Lower Merion-Narberth 
section is given a total which beats 
Norristown by 500. 

West Ardmore, which was third 
in the last registration, has moved 
up to second place with 1609 and 
Cynwyd, formerly second has drop- 
ped to third place with a total of 
1584. Merion is again fourth with 
1495 eligibles. 

In Narberth Borough, the women 
this year again lead the men. They 
are ahead in every one of the three 
election districts of the borough. 

In Lower Merion the registry 
lists have more of a masculine com- 
plexion. Women lead in only five 
of the 13 districts there. They are 
most predominant in Cynwyd, 
where they are ahead by 150. In 
Haver ford they lead by 124, in 
Merion by 15, in Bala by 14 and in 
East Bryn Mawr by 1. 

The enrollment gives a theoretical 
basis for the computation of votes 
in the elections, but it is seldom that 
the districts give actual votes ac- 
cording to their theoretical ratios. 
For instance, in the May primaries 
Norristown had a larger registra- 
tion than Lower Merion, yet Lower 
Merion turned in 716 votes more 
for the county Republican organi- 
zation ticket than the county seat 
did. Likewise, South Ardmore, the 
largest district here was third in the 
township results last spring. Cyn- 
wyd lead and North Ardmore was 
second.

schools this week. This is one of 
the largest enrollments in the his- 
tory of the township and is several 
hundred ahead of the figures for 
the same time last year. 

A still larger registration is ex- 
pected by the end of the month 
when children of many families 
still away on vacation will return. 
More pupils are being added every 
day at the different schools. 

The heaviest enrollment, ac- 
cording to the figures in the offices 
of Superintendent Downs is at the 
Ardome avenue, Ardmore, gram- 



a registration of 772 has 253 more 
pupils than there are on the rolls 
draws students from both Lower 
Merion and Narberth borough. 

The Senior High has an enroll- 
ment of 519. The Junior High, 
also in Ardmore, has 519.

PROMINENT CLERGY AT 

FUN ERAL OF PASTOR 

Rev. Richard F. Cowley Laid to Rest 
Last Friday. 

The funeral on Friday morning, 
September 17, 1926, of Rev. Rich- 
ard F. Cowley, founder of St. Mar- 
garet's Parish, and its pastor for 
more than twenty-five years, was 
among the most impressive obse- 
quies ever held in this section. 

On the preceding Thursday after- 
noon the remains of the late priest 
were carried from the rectory to the 
Church, attended by a procession of 
the school children and many of the 
parishioners. A catafalque had been 
erected in the Church 'and the body, 
clothed in sacerdotal vestments, with 
the hands clasping the chalice of 
Sacrifice, lay in state until the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies on Friday 
morning. 

Immediately on its arrival in the 
Church, vigil guards, composed of 
the men of the parish, changing 
hourly, kept watch at the bier all 
through the night to the dawn and 
until the casket was finally sealed 
for its journey to the grave. 

The Solemn Requiem Mass was 
celebrated by Rev. Francis Aidan 
Brady, . with Rev. James P. Mc- 
Closkey as deacon, and Rev. John 
C. Carey as sub-deacon, all class- 
mates of Father Cowley at the Over- 
brook Seminary and all ordained for 
the priesthood on the same day that 
he received his Holy Orders. Rev. 
Vincent L. Burns was Master of 
Ceremonies, assisted by Rev. Ray- 
mond J. O'Donnell. 

Previous to the Mass the Divine 
Office was chanted by Cardinal 
Dougherty and the numerous mon- 
signori and priests who were pres- 
ent. The final blessing of the body 
was given by the Cardinal and the 
Benedictus was said by a number 
of the clergy as interment was made 
in Holy Cross Cemetery. 

No sermon was preached, in ac- 
cordance with Father Cowley's 
death-bed request, but eulogy was 
on the lips of the numerous mourn- 
ers who were present and who had 
been the recipients of his bounteous 
service. 

The Priests' Choir, under the di- 
rection of Rev. William B. Kane, 
sang the music of the Mass and fur- 
nished a devotional program of ex- 
quisite beauty and simplicity.

Rev. Robert F. Hayes, for 15 
years rector of St. Mary's Church 
at Coaldale, Pa., has been appointed 
rector of St. Margaret's at Narberth 
and is now installed in his new pas- 
torate. 

Father Hayes was born in Phoe- 
nixville and attended St. Joseph's 
College in Philadelphia. He was 
trained for the priesthood at Over- 
brook Seminary and was ordained 
by Archbishop Prendergast on May 
31, 1905.

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OUR SCHOOLS 

When, in the fall of 1922, the 
voters of Narberth were requested 
by the School Board to pass a 
loan of $165,000 to construct a 
new building to meet the crowd- 
ing problem, the town was split 
into two bitterly opposed camps. 

The board led the group which 
felt that Narberth should maintain 
its own schools without outside 
connections. The new building 
would complete the local plant. 

The opposition claimed that the 
high school should be done away 
with, and that Lower Merion 
should be requested to take over 
that part of our educational 
system. 

By an overwhelming vote of 
81 2 to 1 90 the taxpayers defeated 
the loan, and forced the School 
Board, then against its will, to 
enter into an agreement with the 
township. Despite the bitter de- 
feat of their plans the board went 
into the new arrangement with a 
desire to solve the problems. 

Today we have 187 students in 
the Lower Merion High School. 
They are obtaining _a splendid 
education. They. ..ii-e prominent 
in athletics " and class activities. 
They are proud of their school. 

And at the same time our local 
plant, so crowded four years ago, 
is now large enough for all needs. 
A splendid library has been as- 
sembled ; a manual training course 
inaugurated; the domestic arts de- 
partment has been enlarged. 

And in another part of this is- 
sue we read that the bonded in- 
debtedness now represents but 
one-fifth of the value of the school 
property, and that this is rapidly 
being reduced. The tax millage 
is being kept down, and a healthy 
financial condition is assured. 

Certainly in the face of the 
staggering debts carried by many 
other school districts ; of mounting 
municipal costs; of the terrific 
financial load being carried by the 
borough government, it is pleasing 
to note this healthy condition of 
our schools. 

The importance of good 
schools is known to all — that is 
the result of capable leadership, 
good teachers, and adequate 
equipment — but the importance 
of a conservative and successful 
financial policy is well worth men- 
tion.

THE PASSING OF A PIONEER 

With the passing of Father 
Cowley something has gone out 
of the life of the community 
which has meant very much to it 
and which it will be difficult to 
restore. 

More than twenty-five years 
ago he came here to establish a 
Catholic parish, and he continued 
in its charge until his death a 
week ago. 

From the very beginning his 
gentle, kindly, unassuming way 
had its influence on all those with 
whom he came in contact, and, 
as through the years he went 
about in the work of his parish, 
it was inevitable that such a good 
man should come to be held high 
in the esteem and regard of all 
his neighbors. 

With him it was always evi- 
dent that his priestly duties had 
first claim on all his time and 
energy, and the great affection 
which his parishioners had for him 
made it plain that he fulfilled in 
every way the exacting conception 
of what a spiritual guide should 
be. 

Religion is indispensable, even 
if it sometimes appears to be dif- 
ficult of promulgation, but its way 
is made easier and its scope more 
beneficent when those who are 
called upon to lead its hosts are 
worthy of their exalted task, when 
they are capable of the self- 
sacrificing efforts and broad char- 
ity which must accompany Chris- 



In living the full Biblical span of 
three-score-and-ten, Father Cow- 
ley gave evidence of the value of 
intensive spiritual energy in carry- 
ing a man through his days, as hard- 
ly any other single reason can ac- 
count for the manner in which he 
defeated the numerous predictions 
made for his demise during his 
early manhood. Several times dur- 
ing the course of his seminary 
studies at Overbrook he was ob- 
liged to discontinue through illness, 
and those who recall the day say 
it was . a Levite poor indeed in 
health on whom the Holy Orders 
descended. Nevertheless, he at once 
sought and secured missionary as- 
signments 'and the kind of priestly 
service he rendered in his various 
charges resulted in his appointment 
as a pastor within nine years after 
his ordination. Probably the hara- 
est task which can come to a Cath- 
olic priest is to be called upon to 
start a parish in an outlying coun- 
try district, where the communi- 
cants are few and where the duties 
involve day and night ministrations 
over a widespread territory. Such 
charges call for the very best a 
man has to offer and prime health 
would seem to be one of the first 
requisites. Father Cowley never 
had this, and so it must have been 
that his great zeal for spreading the 
Gospel, and his almost total self- 
abnegation where his work was 
concerned, were sufficient to offset 
his physical handicaps and to bring 
his life work to splendid fruition. 
Then, too, it should be said that he 
was extraordinarily fortunate in his 
household arrangements, as no rec- 
tory in the Archdiocese had more of 
the charm of a true home than that 
which existed in St. Margaret's. 
For long years Father Cowley had 
been a ,close friend of the Morris 
family in North Philadelphia, and 
as his circumstances resolved, and 
as it was known that his state of 
heklth could not brook the kind of 
service and the goings and comings 
which may usually be expected 
where outside help is depended on, 
the Misses Morris came to the res- 
cue, and with a skill and devotion 
which it is impossible to describe 
adequately, Father Cowley was af- 
forded the kind of attention which 
only finds its parallel in the fond 
regard that faithful daughters con- 
stantly exercise for a beloved fath- 
er. The presence and guidance in 
the priest's household of these ef- 
fective women provided just that 
leavening and life-saving influence 
which his fine, sensitive nature and 
meagre strength required, and un- 
der their sway the rectory, fre- 
quently a stern and rigorous sort of 
place, became a kindly haven and 
an abode of warm and beneficent 
hospitality. Such an environment 
was a veritable God-send to the ag- 
ing pastor, and to those who knew 
the situation well, there is no doubt 
that these good ladies, offering their 
services in a notable Christian spirit, 
may be happy in the conviction that 
their love and care and solicitude 
added years to Father Cowley's life 
and that they have had a full share 
in the good works which he spread 
all about him. 

They were not sure —

Whilst you were frail.

The current tax bills carry a very 
profitable reminder about the county 
toll and it will probably save a good 
many of us from extra penalties 
and perhaps a visit of the Sheriff's 
deputy. The township has also 
been including this item in its bills 
for the last few years, and we 
should be glad that Narberth has 
followed suit. The borough also 
profits directly from the procedure 
because the county wants its tribute 
a fortnight sooner than is the case 
at home, and many folks probably 
pay the entire bill at the time ap- 
pointed for the county item. May- 
be this cute little thing had some- 
what to do with the inclusion of the 
county tax in the local bills, and 
whilst diligence is always commend- 
able in civic matters, as well as in 
everything else, the fact remains 
that no effort should be made to 
take discretion away from the tax- 
payer, even by what may seem a 
harmless gesture, and possibly it 



would be better if the county taxes 
were listed on a detachable part of 
the bill, to facilitate, if need be, the 
payment of the various items at the 
times when they are due under the 
law. It would be quite proper, and 
no doubt advisable, when the bor- 
ough always needs money just as 
soon as it can possibly get it, to sug- 
gest the extra service which advance 
payment of taxes will provide, and 
the numerous advertising experts 
who abound in these parts will 
agree that this could be done to very 
great advantage. 'There is no reason 
at all why public business should be 
handled in humdrum or dry-as- 
dust fashion, but there is ample rea- 
son why such business must pro- 
ceed with punctilious regard for the 
law and the discretion and rights 
which exist under the statute for 
the benefit of the citizen. No en- 
deavor should ever be made, even 
by the use of an awkwardly printed 
bill, which will fail to reveal in un- 
mistakable manner the actual and 
plain facts of the case, irrespective 
of how little experience one may 
have in this inevitable feature of 
modern existence. 

The taxes they are higher 
Than they ever were before, 
But without George Suplee 
They'd be a darn sight more. 
* * * 

And if there's room to say a lit- 
tle more, some comment ought to 
be made about the bewildering noise 
which is affecting life in Narberth 
and driving quite too many of our 
people away to more secluded sec- 
tions. The chief source of annoy- 
ance, of course, lies in the insolent 
use of automobile horns, when driv- 
ers, apparently oblivious to the fact 
that their cars can be slackened in 
their speed, must bellow and screech 
their way across all intersections, 
and, not content with that, to play a 
tattoo on their strident sirens as they 
pursue their impudent way. In 
many parts of the borough the nui- 
sance has attained intolerable pro- 
portions and a plea should go out 
to ask automobile operators to be at 
least somewhat mindful of ' the 
rights of others to comparative 
peace and quiet and to only use the 
horn when it is necessary to use it, 
which would amount to aboui-' w 
per cent, of the time presently em- 
ployed. Along they come, the 
squak-squak of the flivver, the ex- 
haust-yelps of the truck, the rau- 
cous note of the alleged fine car, the 
pibroch agony of the affrighted 
tyro, all blowing their passage 
through, all disregarded of ordi- 
nary decency, a fierce display of 
atrocious manners and rankly selfish 
procedure. In Philadelphia this 
summer the same kind of complaint 
was registered about conditions in 
the central section and some decided 
progress is said to have been made. 
At any rate, the new city taxi is 
equipped with a different kind of 
horn and the instructions are to only 
use it when altogether necessary. 
The contribution which those who 
recognize the extent of the evil can 
make to the general cause is to insist 
on having their new cars bedecked 
with horns which lack the harshness 
and shrill of most present-day 
equipment, something of softer 
fibre, less discordant, more melli- 
fluous, more resonant, if you kv.rv 
what I mean, and certainly more po- 
lite. And instead of plastering the 
back glass with an anatomical dis- 
play of a bounding bathing beauty, 
or a highly bromidial slogan, let 
the injunction "Silence'' filter its 
saving way tl'nv,r h t ! -:e tempestuous 
and tormented tnfrV: 

When man come to suburbs,

SCHOOL BOARD HOLDS 

FIRST FALL MEETING 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAGE 

Although cooking and sewing for 
the girls has been a part of the pre- 
scribed curriculum for nearly 10 years, 
no provision has heretofore been made 
for any form of industrial or manual 
training for the boys. 

To meet the constantly growing de- 
mand for this type of work the board 
has organized a manual training de- 
partment and procured during the 
summer the equipment necessary for 
this phase of school work. Work 
benches of steel construction, sufficient 
to accommodate any of the boys' sec- 
tions, fitted with the tools essential to 
woodworking, have been installed in 
the front room in the basement. Power 
saws, planers and a tool grinder, all of 
the newest type are included in the 
general equipment. 

The program for both grades for the 
present year includes woodworking 
chiefly, but other types of industrial 
work will be carried on later in the 
course. This work is in charge of 
Benjamin Cook, recently instructor in 
manual arts in the Lebanon High 
School. Mr. Cook is a graduate of 
Girard College, Oswego (N. Y.) State 
Normal School and has supplemented 
this training by courses at Carnegie 
Institute. 

The Library. 
The passing of the ninth grade has 
released one of the larger rooms for 
library purposes. The new room is 
32 feet long by 30 wide and affords 
ample space for the largest class as a 
study hall and reference library. New 
book stacks were built during the 
summer and new tables and chairs of 
standard library type have been install- 
ed. All other equipment needed for 
this work will be added as occasion 
demands. 

There are nearly 3000 volumes in the 
library at the present time and new 
books are being constantly added. 
Periodicals and magazines suitable for 
junior high school pupils are kept on 
file and are accessible to the pupils dur- 
ing 'library periods. 

Each of the eight sections of the 
school is assigned to four regular 
library periods weekly. The librarian, 
Mrs. Elsbree, is in charge during these 
periods to assist pupils in the use of 
reference works. Other periods are as- 
signed to individual pupils. The de- 
partmental teachers are present for 
conference and help during part of 
these periods. 

The Dispensary. 

During the summer the room form- 
erly used as a library has been fitted 
and furnished as a dispensary for treat- 
ing cases requiring emergency aid. The 
woodwork has been newly painted and 
white enameled in a most attractive 
style. 

The equipment includes the latest 
type of pedestal lavatory with hot and 
cold water supply, a physician's cabi- 
net for first aid supplies and appliances, 
scales for weighing and measuring and 
comfortable cots for emergency cases 
requiring treatment. 

The dispensary is equipped to treat 
all minor emergency cases. It is in 
charge of Ruby Kevorkian, a graduate 
of the University of Pennsylvania and 
recently assistant director of similar 
work at the Friends' Neighborhood 
Guild. Miss Kevorkian has general 
charge of the pupils' health during 
school hours and of the sanitary con- 
dition of the buildings. 

School Notes. 

All pupils in attendance the first 
week of school have been weighed and 
measured by Miss Church and Miss 
Kevorkian. This week, Dr. Hubbley 
and Miss Kevorkian are examining pu-, 
pils for physical defects. As soon as 
the results of these examinations have 
been tabulated parents will be notified 
regarding the condition of their chil- 
dren. 

The mid-morning milk service for 
grades one to four started this week.
